Judging from the fact that this pamphlet is one of * aeries, the series 
describes the progress frou the Navy's point of view, The China Incident. 
The propaganda pamphlot wes comeileé by the Neval Inform-tion Dissemination 
department of the Admiralty oné gives a brief summery of the activities 
of the Nevy by cividing it into two sections. the former being from the 
fall of Eanking to Kenkow ené the leaptor 4g from the fall of Hankow to that 
of Eninean Irland, 


Outline of the Proeres of Operations of the Navy 


™> secure and maintain the supremacy of the ron is the mission of the 
Navy and it muct have the ability and strength to defend itself from any 
belligerent navy in the West Pacific, The Chinese Vevy is a very insig- 
nificant existence, an cannot raiso a finger to us, and were it not for 
the suveriority of our nevy the operations of tho »rmy, marinre, and co-= 
ordinetion of all forces woulé not have been voseiblo,. 


As a result of the activities of the navy in the coastal waters of 
Chinn they have nlaced under A strict vigilence 2850 miles of corst, 
congequently several hundred ships have stopoed activitiss, and all 
suvolies have been eut off, the prices re rising rapidly and the goneral 
public is thrown into * denth of misery. The co-operation between the 
navy and army was 80 comolete it can be raid that there was hardly eny 
recult not obtained from the co-operation of the armed. forces, Also 
were it not for the large and lone rivers in Chine, the navy would not 
have been role to assist the arny in operations to such a hinterland, 


The Operations of Yaval Units in Different Areas. 

As Japen had close relations with Tsingteo, possessing ¥ 200,000,000 
assets and neving abdovt 200,000 residents, they Ceclered it outside of 
the blocke.de which was announcec on the Sth Seotember, But the Chinese 
forees, since the 18t of December, violate¢c their promise and comnenced 
to ‘amago the textile factories and the vroperty of Japanese nationals 
that the Commander-in-Chief of the China Fleet ordered Tsingtao to be 
include¢ in the blockade end on the 10th o January landed to the Bast of 
“singtao and throuch the success of the propagnnda leaflets, the Chinese 
unit garrisoned there surrendered, Tsingtao wns cantured and soon after 
the »eonls began returning and the situation returne?e to normal. 
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While patrolineg the South Chine coast some junks were Ciscovered 
smuggling on the side of the Hainan Islande and upon investigation by 
the Japanese on 19 June morning they were fired upon, »ut were soon 
Silenced, In cooperation with the advance of the Army, the navy landed 
marines and occuvied Chifu on tho Grd of February. After a fairly fierce 
battle Anioc which was the center of anti-Japenese pronnganda, was occupied 
13 May, On May °3 Lienyungchiang was ocecunie¢, Conseaventl’ the fate of 
Lunghai line war sealed,

&, France and det, the nations who assistod the Chiang regine 
were in tho back-scenes, ‘Stunid China denies the activitice of Japan ‘ho 
wishes to secure the eternal peace of Asia, oy becoming a pux oct of those 
nations an¢ not considering they will be colonized vy them, and sacrifice 
the lives and vroverty of the poople, devastating thoir homeland and firing 
the emmunition obtained from these nations upon our troops. This is the trut)

When China, who has no war industrial canecity in her country continues 
to resist a firrt-class nation like Javan it is inevitable that they will 
have to receive the sunolies of all military matcriale from the pro-Chiang 
third powers, As to whether the Chiang regimo will continuo resistance or 
bring to a clore is in the hancsa of the pro-Chiang thir¢e »vowers, 


Therefore, from the beginning of the Incident Chine was pumped with 
nourishment to continue resistance toward Javan according to the following

It 
is hore the South Chins operetionr arise and efter ten Cays since the Japancs 
forces landed on Sias “ay Centon fell. This indeed is the exoression of 
the combined will of the people and which is tho inevitnble result of the 
ero-Chiang thiré pow-ré' unfriendly attitute toward Japan,"

-ince the outbreak of the war the navy air ara has destroyed the 
Chinese air force and as «he hee no facilities to eplenish materials she 
has to rely entirely on materials and men from abroac, Consequently, like 
the Spanish frontior being referred to as A place of examination for planes 
so is the China frontier adantine this tendency, In this case the Soviet 
plane Al6 which was a sucerss at the Spanish frontior was a failure in 
Chine and we were able to obtain a taste of the Soviet pilot's skill,

it could be said that it wns a bl oflass landing, for the anti-Japanese 
elements have shrivelled uo and loct their fighting epirit in front of the 
Japenose army, navy and air attacks.

I, Preface, 


A year has passed since the capture of Nanking, the capital of the 
hostility against Japan, Expanding on the glorious war results, one after 
the other, on land and sea, as well as in the air, our Imperial Forces! 
breve fighting and hard struggles have finally resulted in the capture of 
Su-Chow on the 19th of May of last year, which marked a great turning point 
on the war situation, Following this on 12 June-we hold An-King in the 
hollow of our hend and further from land, river and air we bear down on 
fankow and side-by-side march of the Army and Navy; the enomy's center of 
hostility against Japan end finally in the last ten @ays of October we 
goncertedly oeeupied Centon and Hankow, attaining a brilliant war result, 
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Thus our navy completely gnined mastery of the air end the sen which 

we necd not even mention, and caured remnants of the defeated enemy soldiers 
and air force to disapverr into the fer distant hinterlend, "ut the re- 
maining defertcd Chinng-Eni-Shek's politicel power is etill ranting of long 
war, not awrkening from the illusion of cenendrncy unon a third country, 
ené. shifting from Cheng -Tu, Chunz-King and Fun-Ming in vain,. Their mind 

is concentrated on the establishmont by hostilitics of a strong state, Our 
officers and soldicrs girding thomsolvos stil! further, rennowing their 
firm detorminntion heve hriled the third anniversary of this sacred war, 
ever advencing toward the ultimeto attrinmont of r aching their goal. We 
would like at this onportunity to treco the heard struggles of our naval 
force from the capture of Nenking to the occu xstion of Eankow and give 

an outline of their results in battles, 


II Summary of the Frogress of the Naval Qnerstions. 
Since the outbreak of the Incit cnt, overt ons taken by our navy have beer. 
complicated end varied. Summing uv tho Chicf events, they are as follows;

(2) The sunremacy of the Sen, 

The meening of the securing the sen supremacy, if vo speak of it 
Siiply, is to utilize the necossnry surface of tho sea for the existence 
and safety of our country and not to incure any interruntion by foreign 
countries, Our Imperiel Navy's Mission as woll as the re son of its 
existence are based upon this, Thercfore, our Imprrial Navy must have 
woll trained fightins and actual power that can annihilate any and every 
enemy fleet invading the Y-storn Facific Ocenn, 


From the very stert of this incident the sea supremacy slong the 
whole const of Chins ‘as been in conmlcte erasp of our navy, as the matter 
of course, ane tho inferior Chinese flects not able to touch us with a 
finecr, heve met the misfortun: of annihiintion by the bombardment of our 
naval war vessels or by our nivel aircesfts, while veinly lying in conceal 
ment on the unser stream of the Cheng-Kiang River or in the depth of Canton 
port. 


One cannot judges accur*tsly how thir earssping: of sca sunremacy, since 
the brginnine of this Incident, dy our nevy ars focilitstoed advantageously 
the operstions of our neval landirg forces and army, 
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Thie is only en instance, but we must recognize anc impress on our 
miné the fact thet bcbine the brillient battlo-result of the Imperial 
army, nevy, and air force throughout the Incident, lics the great invisible 
work of our ReA siumremacy. Suoposing thet there had becn a crack in our 
acm sioremacy in the “astern Facific Ocean end if we had felt fear in the 
intcerity of the sea toward the Chine Sen, Conle it have been nossidla to 
attain the greet results ce firet, trensnortetion of Army ; tho protection 
we gave when making lendine seninet the onomy's »esition, ane in the joint 
operation of army and navv? 


“‘onld our militery and naval sir forerre have oossibly achieved the 
battle-rceult thet they achioved this tic without the benefit of the 
fermcontrol? 


Further in the intcrcootion of the communicrtion thet oxtonded over the 
whole Chinese corset, it was only by our firm sea supromacy thet we were able 
to attain such brillient reevlt, Conriderine the oreront complicnted inter- 
notional politicel situetion, our whole nation mist be voll aware Of the 
part our Immeriel Navy is slaying. 


(vo) The Intercootion of Chinese Shivvine. 


Our war voeacls sctively energoed in the intorcopting of communications 
Along the wholo Chinsec coset are Ciligontly continuing their rigid watch 
nicht »fter night, bettling the wind and weoves, and rogercing the condition 
of the dlockede thet covers 2350 neautics] milos (mot) tho Information 
Section of the Imooriel Veadouartore announce? es follows on the 2lst 
Decemoer, 1937: 

"The intereestion of communicstion nlong the Chinese coast by our 
neval blockad force hes become moro rigid then ever and now the 
treffic of Chiness steamors, nocdlose to say end oven the junks have 
nearly ccased, 


"Turther, treffic between Centon and Hong-kong by ships of the 
3rd countrics havo increased recently and there is en inclination 
on part of 3rd countrics! ships to onesse in coastline transpor- 
totion revlecing Uhinese vessels end this point necessitates 
attention." 


'OQur war veBsels verticipsating in this operstion re ecettered in 
the vest expanse from south to north. Farrassed bv ice and snow, 
pattling with galcs and high waver and esnacially the neriodical 
wine in south Chine ¢istricts reschine the sneed of 20 metres por 
scconé or more, making cooking imosrible in the small war vessels 
due to vitchine and roldines, our crows arn forced to ent only bis- 
cuits every meal, Their herdshin cen herfly de imegined." 


Since the commencement of the blockade, more then » yrar and half heve 
opeceé and the result hns finelly become signiricent, The ser route of 
Chincso veesels pre comoletely blockaded ond stonnager 07 shines reach 
several hundre¢, Foreign tre¢ing has Geercesec t> cxtreucs, ceusing the 
orives of srticl<s cuc to shortege of vitel se necessities such 48 
clothing and forc, end alco metcriels ncoded f industries, 2nd of courses 
wer materials, to skyrocket. Cessetion of rearete tave stoned the shioving 
of fern products, live stoc’ta, minerailr, cte., snd is threatening the livli- 
head of the farmers and the stomzacc of the transnortotion of « n=s°lt has 

driven numa rous peonls into the éenth of éestitution, 
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(c) The Hard Fighting of the Naval Landing Party, 


Our naval landing party participating in this Incident spont 
many nights and days getting treining under .ctuel fighting conditions and 
revching the peak of their fighting strengih were burning with firm convic- 
tion of ultimate victo.sy, Thoy were composed of parties dispatched from 
war vessels and those sent from Shanghai with the Shanghai Special Naval Lan: 
ing Unit as ite nucleous, Tho hard fighting of the Nnvel Landing Force did 
not stop with the batcle of Shenghai, but thereaftéy they captured Ching-tao, 
Chin-fu, Welneiwei, Amoi, and Lien-Yun-Kan, etc., as their first objectives 
end then took TunzSha Island, Chin-Men Irland, and other strategic points 
of various islands. Tlicn together with the waterway development operation 
of force going up Chane-Kinng River, took part in the capture of various 
places along the shoreline, After the capture of Nanking, taking part in 
the grent battle of Suchow, with the commenzement of advance against Hankow, 
captured Anking -s its fx.7st step in June and thererfter captured the stra- 
tegic points of Hu-kno, EKiuxiang, Tien-Chia-Cheng, etc, Thus our landing 
perty expanding from sireet battle to battler on the river, to field, and 
to mountein, placed » dageer at the throat of Hankow until finally in 
October captured Wuchen-Sunchen, Again with the development of the 
operrtion in South China, immediately upon the lending at Bious Bay of Canto: 
occuvation Army on leth cf October, our naval landing party the very next 
cay, the 13th, landed on the coast of Alin-3nry and captured it. 


Following this, on tho 23rd, the navel ensign fluttered on the 
Humen Battery with its occupation, Then they took Lion-Hwa Battery on 
25th in joint operetion with the forfe advancing up Chukiang River, In 
our Army's landings -g2inst enemy's position, executed from time to time 
during the time stated above, our death-defyine naval landing parties 
have fought bravely »s its spearhend, niding tho Ariy's landing by seizing 
foothold, along key points and this is a fact known to everyone already, 


(4) The Occupation of the Enemy's Stretegic Points. 


The Imperinl Navy, utilizing its mobility, heave delivered attacks 
ngeinst enemy stveterzid pointe on the coasts of China Sea and the River 
Cheng Xieng an¢ islands, etc., snd occupicd these strategic points as 
occasions called on joint operation wivh the army or by independent opera- 
tions, Principle places occupied eftor the c»pture of Nanking are as 
follows: 

(Commentary) The etretegic points occupied prior to the capture 

of Nanking are as follows:

(e) The Joint Operation with the Army. 


In this Incident our navy and army, completely combining themselves 
into one body, rightly menifestcd their organic function, and in all opera~ 
tions there was none in which the army-navy cooperntion was not included 
ond we cnn say that that is not an exaggeration, 


Convoying of army transports, protection during landings against 
enemy opposition, the close cooperation of naval air force, river floet and 
landing party in land warfare, are some of the principle cooperation ren- 
dered, 
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Especially in the frequent landin¢s agrinst onemy cpposition, the solf- 
sacrificing actions of the naral corps achieved unprecedentod battle 
result in world history; especinily ihe lendinzs st Hane-Chow Gulf of 
yeor before last and the lasding against enezy oppoes ar Binps-Bey 
last year which result d in the great achievement of Ahe destiny of Nankin 
and Hankow (Wu-Han-Sen- Cher), ‘Tnaginntion cnn not picture the intense 
mnxiety cf the navy force paid during that time on tranenortation, se- 
curity, reconneisuatnce, penetration into enomy enchorages and direct 
support of the arny,. 


Agein, the striking activitios of the navy sir force, cooperating as 
@ watter of fact in ell ph ses of battle situation as in the srny's battle 
in the fer hinterland or in the eerial transportation of amaunitione and 
retions, stands es imsuovable monums.t in uodern warfere, However, we can 
pesune that tho cxistance of a large river extedding for several thousands 
of niles facilitrte’ the xctivitios of our fleet, and made possible the well 
coordinated joint erny-iavy operation in the hintorlané of China mainland, 
as in the cooperation of the aéray force with tho nevel force and the fleet, 


III The Struggles of the Navel Force in Various Areas, 


Tho summary of the noval cperation after tho capture of Nanking is 
ne atated above, but furthermore, if we note uore exactly ebout the occu- 
petions of the enemy's etrng:iic pointe by the China Toast Communicrtion 
Intercention Force and the landing parties, it is .e follows: 


(a) The oporation in Ching-Tao and tho Lending of the Naval Lending 
unit, 

Ching-Tro is the plece that has tho closest relation with our 
country in the pact, having 20,000 Japanese residents and financial interos! 
amounting to sbout threc~hundred-miliion yen, In order to avoid propagand?' 
of wer hazards, the Em're, paying a great sacrifice, enforced the with- 
drownl of Japenese residenis and even in the Communication Interception 
Proclamation of Septemuer 5, excluded Chiny-Teo from the intorception aren 
and in this manner endervored to maintain perce in the Shantung free, 

However, since 18 Docember the outregeous Chinese arny, 
brealtin- the agreement between us, reduced many «spinning mille managed by 
our nation to ashes and going further they piundoreé the properties left 
there by our residents and committed other extreme outrages. On the 26th, 
the Commendor of Chins Area Fleet procleimed Ching~Tao as part of the 
Intercention aren end ccntinucd strict surveillance but finally, duo to 
Oneretional necessity, executed landing of navel landing party against enemy 
positions in Shea-Tung-Tou and Fu-Shen-Suo, siturted in the eastern prt 
of Ching-Tao, at dawn of 10 January of Inst year. 
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Our eircrefte, in cooperntion with the attack of the landing party, 
ecattcrec lerflets fr°a the air and tried to porsuade thea to surronder 
quietly. Fesring ovr powes they fier the white fiag on the signol-station 
therein. Granting «ie surrender, wo occupied Ching-T°o without e loss of 
even one soldier, ‘ims. our commander who enterod the city made e proclama- 
tion regarding the m»intenance of ponve and orcer to the people and at the 
same tine, the navel lancine perty firmly soized the founfain-head of Li-Teun 
as well as the aerodrome of Tenng 40; and fleet cleared both the inner and 
exterior porte and in no tine commenced disposal of the three gunboats Su-Yu, 
Tung-An, and Ting-Hei (each S20 ton clase) of the 3rd China Fleet under the 
Command of Sha-Ken-Che aud «lx 2000-ton-clare-merchant-ship that were sunk 
there, and hurried the opening of vhe waterway. Tn thie way the city te 
fncing pence, ary ofter day, nnd tue people, who had evacuated, returned, 
rod they are on tho roed to r .voration relieved at our Imperial army's pru- 
dent and perfect qguercing. 


(>) Crushing of Rnemy's Position in Yu-lin-Kan of the Hainan Island. 


Navy force. wnriching the sea-surfaco in South China area, paying 
attention to tho fact that there were secret trefficing ty the Chinese 
junks in Yulinkan (A port) in the scuth end of the Hainan-Teo, the largest 
igland of China in Cantca Province; sent in a raiding party efter the war- 
ships had advanced inte the port: on the morning of January 19, &:30 and 
a@iscovering ns 2 reeull of recomnaisance by our scout plane a messed group 
of junke in the port, our lauw.ches and boats sustained the volley of fire 
from fifles and machine cune from the bushes aiong the coast of the port, 
replied to it forthwith by pouring the big shelle of chartisement from our 
warships until the enemy's michinegun poe.tion were crusied and the enemy's 
put to rout, 


(c) ‘he Captare of Chih-Pu. 


A unit of the China Corst Communication Interception Fort in 
cooperation with tho advs:ce of the army, proceoded to the offing of 
Chih Fu early in the mo.uicg of FYebruwy Sra, executed landing operation 
of nevel lending unit ai 2 30 a.m, However, 96 if they hed been over- 
powered by our leciing party's incosing array not 9 snadow of enemy re- 
meined and the cccupation took piace together with its adjacent area, 
without even firing one shell, Abul noon wo occupied dovh Tung--Shen 
end Shichen datteries, the aot ivportent key position of Chih-"u, lifting 
high our naval ensign thereon. In this way, the navy under the close liaise 
with the army tock over the -ystom-house, onemy's headquarters, metropolitan 
pullce board, end other impor.eas officcs and set themselves up as the guard 
of the city, anc “hereafter the same cit. being favored by the customs of 
our Bopire, cnme to pass their days in pence, 
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(¢) The Annihilation of the Inemy neer the Tai-Hu (lake) 


Our gumborat fleet, on guard near Tai-Eu, found nine strange 
lerge eailing shive seiling near Yu-FPens-Shan on the eve of the 15th March, 
imaediately gave chnee, When spproaching to the distance of about 500 
meters, the sailing ships commenced fire suddenly, Our danuntless gunboat 
fleet replied to their firing imsediately end exchenred tremendous gunfire 
on Tai-Hu lake as nicht fell, clonking the leke in darkness, After one 
hour of severe fighting, five enemy ships were sent to the bottom and four 
other ships barely esceped tc ihe south const of the Huangshan Island and 
enemy soldiere fied full speed towards the land, Two hundred dead enemies 
wore left behind and countlos: others were drowned, We nlso captured mach 
eras and ammunition. Thus, tno euerillnx sirstemy es one mothod the enemy 
used for drawn-out howsilities was "uv nothing against our army as they were 
ennihilated everywhere au shown abors, 


(e) The Activity of the Const Communication Interception in North and 
South Chine, 


The naval landing verty at Chih-Fu counter-attacked immediately 
peninet bandits!’ raid on @i May o:.4 repulsed them completely on 1 June, A 
part of the Intercection Fovce eustained an attack by 6 large armed 
junke on 3 June on the Yeliow Sen, Counter attacking immediately they 
burnt the two and bliasted another one with pircraft support. Agnin on 
4 June in the northern sea arcva of Hainan Island, our navy destroyed 8 large 
armed junks, and on the 20th of the same month, they fought against the 
Hni-Kno Battery of the Hainan Isiand and silonced it, 


(f) The Protection of the Lending »t Tune-Chow, shore of Chang-Kiang, 
end the Tsuns-Ming Island, 


Peace and security is steadily being r stored by the development of 
waterway and shoreginrd by our River Fleet in the whole lower Yangtsze River 
Area, However, because there were remnants of defeat.i cnemy in the Turg 
Chow area and around Tsung-Ming Island telow siream and they were threatening 
the populsece, btc,, and committing many ontrages freouvnily, our River Fleet 
under command of Rear Admirnl Sonoda a4 dawn on 174n March, with the purpose 
of decisively mopping them up syproached near Tung-Chow, leading a Large 
Army force, end with the naval air force covered the glorious landing of 
the Army in face ‘of the enemy, and geve close co--oporaiion in the attack, 

On the other hand, in order to cleen up the enemy on Taung-Ming islard, on 
the 18th, next day, tev protected the army's cawn Landing in face of 
opmsition and at the sane time Landed the uxavel landing perty and together 
with the Army, closed in upon Teuns- Mine Prefecture Cestle, defeatod the 
stubborn enemies aud early in the morning scawied the samo prefectural 
cnstle, opening the start of operrtion to capsure the whole island, 
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(c) Capture of anol, anti-Japrnese base, 


Amoi Island is in the southern part of Pu-Kien province snd known 
as the native place of Eattyo. (the Chinese merchants in the foreiga land), 
The city of Amoi is cituncsed t the suavhvestern end of the seid island with 
the population of about 730,000 and is the sost imsortant port of entry and 
exit of commodities in the southern heif of Fukien Province, Therefora, 
commerce is brisk, and 3 it is separated fron Formos” only by ® narrow 
streak of water, trade bebieen both piaces (Anoi and Formosn) is aleo at 
tho hoight of prosperity. 


After the ovtorer* of the incident of this time, the whole Japanese 
residents and about S200 palarnl’ zed dapanese were withdrawn from the samo 
pleco under protec’ sn of the Impericl navy; but thereafter the Chinese 
nuthorities persecuied the remaining nelurelized Japancse beyond words, 

Five hundred we.e confined in the new jeil on the caarge of being enti-Chiner 
and 75 at the hesdeunctersof 150th Division, Cver 100 were lynched or 
killed by Chinese soliicis, Many other naturalized people barely escaped 

to Hong-Kong etc, abandoning their proporties. 


Our naval force, who “ere watchine for the opportunity to sweep 
away ouch malignant anti-Jxpenese base, resolutely landed the naval lending 
party in face of enewy onvosivion eiong the eastern conet of Amoi Island 
on the 10th of May at dawn, 


Our dauntlese landing party overcans stubborn resistance of the 
enomies in pillbox entrenchnente while big june of our warshios shelled 
Pai~Shih-Tou and other enemy batteries until they were neutralized, The 
nircorps meanwhile cooperated with the naval isnding pasty 4muediately by 
streffing and bembing, ma all erndually overwhelmed the island, On llth, 
next dey, the Inndine party, brealine through the enemy*s Line, plunged 
into Amoi City and in the evening occupied the wnole city and the Amol 
University, where the enemies had taken refuge; without pause enveloping 
pnd attacking the revaining enemies, cecupied the batteries of Pan-Shih 
end PueLi-Shen in the night and awept away tho defeated enemy soldicrs 
who were in @isorderly flicht through the mounteinous districts, and on 
the 1%th day they completed the capture of the whole Amoi Island, 


During this cnpture, it wor the matter of course thet we made ex- 
houstive effort to eccvre tho sefety of the lives end properties of the 
people of Grd country ond good Chineso civilisns. 


However, Chinese Arny, intending to set first step towards 3rd 
countries! interference, utilized schools and churches for operational pur 
poses freouentiy in the prst, and also at this time they fought defensively 
by constructing * strone éofensive position at Amoi University. Therefore, 
our nircorps decisively bombod it -- the hammer of chestisement, Now there 
ig not even n trece of disorder in Anoi area under the rule of our naval 
ensign end with peace being maintained the people are contented to pursue 
thoir occunation. 
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(hm) The capture of Lien~Yun-Kan, an Importent Position on Lung-Hai 
Rai lway e 


The Imprriel erm: which had captured Su-Chow, took up immediate 
pursuit of the ensmy arnics which were in disordecly flight, anticipating 
their complete annihil-tion, 


On the cther hend our powerful naval force, resolutely making 4 
plorious landing of n powerful neval landing force in face of enemy opposi- 
tion at TuneLien-Tao Ie.nt and Lien-Yun-K»n, stretegic point of the Lune 
Kei Railway on the morning of 20th May, destroyod the enemice who resisted 
stubbornly by teking to the strone forta, and plunged into the city, where 
they occupied impertant Chinese organs °.ay the naval ensigns high cn the 
cloudless sky, clear now efter succesrive etorny weather, Following this, 
sweeping away the remeining exemies in various places, on the 2lst, the nex. 
dn:r, the landing party clearc.) the adjacent arenas of the port, and commenced 
rostoration of the pier and othor verio 8 inetrlletions which had been des- 
troyed by the oneny nnd they promptly finished the construction of the neces- 
say vier, etc, 


The enemy's dead bodies wore eveut 100 by this aweoping operation 
of our navel landing force, and boride this the demnres delivered to tho 
enomy by the bombardment of warships end bombing of the airforce were more 
enormous, Further, on the 23rd day, they destrovod the enemy's position, 
situated at the erca between Sun-Chie-Shen ond Pei-Ku-Shen, and thus Lien- 
Yun-Kan and its adjacent ar:as, the stratecic point in econtrolline the vital 
fate of the Lung-Hai Railway were firmly seized by our naval force, which 
brought about the glorious activities of our army, after &t's Suchow Battle, 
in the annihilation and pursuit ficht of the remaining enemy elements, 


The above is the genernl swam ry up to the »eriod just after the 
capture of Su-Chow in the first hnlf of lest year, but the activity of the 
neval airforce and the lattor helf of the year , via. the operations on the 
river, etc,, after the commencing of the capture of Han-Kow are as follows; 


IV The Activity of the Naval Air Force, 


(a) General Strtenent. 

In the present incident, veeardless of time or place, whether it be 
large or small baitle, wherever the Imperial operetions were cerried out, 
there nalweys is the coonerstion and glorious activity of our Naval Air Forco. 
Indeed, our naval nirforce is the Star of this incident. Since the 
beginning of th- Incident, the fact thet or army exhibited unparnlleled 
value of the joint navy -ermy yperation is also immueneely due to the naval 
airforce. Of course, it was also the sane in the upriver operation making 
Chong-Kinng River the exis, but further in the out and out army's battle 
in the hinterland of the continent, such 28 the erent battle of Su-Chow, 
there, the co-operative activity of the naval airforce was really worthy 
of ndmiration and showed well the actuel result of the navy and army join’ 
operation, In accordance with the development of the war situation, our 
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nevel eirforce sprending its «reat wins over the whole air of Chinn, and 
faidice tho for-distant Tun-Chow of Ean-Su Province to be tentioned at 
first, Chene -Tu of Ssu-Chuen Frovince, ant Kur-Mine of Yun-Nan Province, 
etc,, now held the air-supremacy in all China under its wings. In the 
hurricane-like operation in the capture of Centon, one can perceive the 
remerkeble activity of the Navel Air Force, Sver since surprise landing 
wes executed at dawn of 12 October nt Bious Bay by 2ur Imperial army, to 
the end of October, within tre short period of helf » month, stotistics 
revenl the astonishing frct vhat the nuniber of visnes that were ctive 
rerched 2,000; the number of bombs avopoed, 6,900, and its total weisht 
to 569 tons, 


After ti.e result of continuous and incessant air battles in one 
and half years of sacred war, tha ennihilated the enemy air forces, ces- 
troyed enemy wershipe, furshor realized the supremacy of air and sen, and 
contributed to the whcle of the Imporsal Aeny's operations, the dietincuishe® 
services of which hvillisntly doc.retes history forever, makes an epoch in 
the annals of worid avistion, 


Further, regarding the result of the nrvel airsorrs' battles un to 
the ond of October of iset yerr since the inception of the incident, the 
Information Section of the Immerial Hendouarters pnnounced as follovs on 
tho Oth of November, "Since vba sunmer of leet yorr, our navel nirforce, 
{mince to obtnin air-supremecy, coopernatine in both Hankow end Canton 
operntions, endeavoring in the nirraid to the enemy air bases in the hinter- 
lend and destroying the enemy sir forces, caused. damages of enemy air- 
errft to oxceed 1400, finrlly at the end of October," “Although we also 
snerificed 111 planes dearly for the period, we have now accomplished the 
preet achievement of bringing the whole land of Chins within the circle of 
our bombings. "Farther in both operations of Crnton end Hankow, the 
conperetion of the naval eirforce let our South China Breeditionary Arny 
cerry out unprecedentad switt advance, and in the western districts of 
Te-An, they rapidly nttrckoc the enemies who were opnosed to our aArny, 
ypened annihilrtion battle from the air that covered the mount ain-side 
end filled the valley with the enemy's dead bodice of 40,000; and 8°, 
cooperating in the la:ding oprretion, up river cperntion, field operetions, 
end the battles in the mountainous districts, monifested to utmost their 
control of the air and was an inportant reason that forced the eneny to 
abendon Canton and Wa-Een (Hankow). 


The enemy's airforce has already lost the chief and vital bases of 
Henkow, Siaokan, and Canton; Nen-Cheng is destroyed, end the airbese on the 
forezet line, Heng-Yacg is elso in 4ts death thross due t» our incessant 
pir bombings. low tie enemy's eir force have no positive intention as they 
had when they made daily atrreids acainst Shanchai during the beginning of 
the incident, end they sre wandering about Liane-Shan, Cheng-Tu, and Ku--Ming; 
etc., of the hinterlend pian only to escnve from our eirraid, have “allen + 
into the conéition or striving hard to preserve their air power. However, 
as the enemy's airforce cvill nas “ hundred and odd planes, and are 
zenlously trying to form an eficicnt sir force for the third time we are 
eoing forward with the object of completely destroying the enemy's planes,

The HSU-CHOW operation which brovght an entire strategic. 
change was launehed in the vast area covering from the 
southern to the northern cisteiets along Lung-hai Railroad 
line from the beginnir7? of Mav. In resnonse to this opera- 
tion, our Naval Airforses took offensive against enemy's 
bases. units and H.0. in the area along the JSIU-PU and 
LUNG-HAI railroads and at the save time, blew up trains, 
wagons, junks, loaded with munition, runition stock ware- 
houses, transnort eqvipment and the line of enery communi- 
cation, This operation contribrted not a small part to 
svecessful advancament of ovr Army. Activities shown in 
this operation by Naval aircraft are summarized as follows:

5. YANGTSU RIVER ADVANCING OPERATION 
GLORIOUS IN WARFARE HISTORY 


(A) OUTLINE OF THE OPERATION (pp.51-54) 


Our YANGTSU River advancing forces sect to the work in 

the middle of November, the year before last, and our 

war vessels have continued the constant advance even after 
the fall of NANKING which caused enemy units to stop crossing 
the river. At Lest they reached WUHU crushing enemy bases 
along the river, Last January they made their way so far 

as TATUNG passing through a river TI.-CHIANG on the upper 
course from VUHA. Meanwhile tiirnking nothing of enemy 
bomber Chinese planes from HANKOW and NANCYOW they advanced 
ceaselessiy. 


June 10, our Empire informed Powers of commencement of our 
operation to HANKOW, Our militory forces that had been 
waiting for chance ripened for them, began to display their 
long cultivated powers e11 of a sudden, The YANGTSU RIVER 
operation unit keeping pace with army forces in cooperation 
with naval airpiene ferees, made their way cutting muddy 
waves up to ANKING, AN-'WEI Province and they cccupied it. 
On the 14th an important point on further upper course of 
ANKING was captured, Thus they continued this hard work 
clearing the enemy along the river and all obstacles such 
as mines, sunken ships, at the price of their blood, ex- 
posing themselves to the danger from air, river and land, 
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This can be done only by ovr Navy, No one can find in 
the world warfare history nny equal precedent, 


After the oecunaticn of ANKING, ovr military forces cap- 
tured those towns such as CILJEN~StAN, BATOCHEN, On July 
4 they occupied HUKOW, which eventually revealed that our 
forces would soon set out sor a grand cperation to occupy 
WU-HAN-SAN-CHEN; herein a new leaf has been turned out, 


In the YANGTSU River advancing operation, the essence of 
ovr perfect cooperative operation between Navy and Army 

was fully displayed which has no equal in the world warfare 
history. Our quick advance to Wu-H»n urea wider a complete 
command in a clcse corbination of air, army and naval 
forces should be counted as one of the vreatest campaigns 
in history. 


Gur flotilla forces made their way on the river, constantly 
fighting enery on both banks, clearing numerous picces of 
mines at the risk cf lives while our dauntless Marines 
dered to land and secure points on the banks and they were 
followed by ovr loyal Army forces, Our army units noted 
for speedy dash started further driving operation; the 
river advancing forces came after the forces on land cutting 
off the muddy stream. Thus Ari: y and Navy complemented each 
other in fierce driving operations, Meanwhile, our air 
forces continuously helped other forces on land and water 
crashing enemy planes, bombing enemy strategic positions 

on banks, which contribvted not a small part to the suc- 
cessful command of the river YANGTSZE, 


It is the outline of our operation of the YANGTSZE River 
which aims at the cecupvation of WU-HAN-SAN-CHEN, During 
the ten and a haif months operation, since the occupation 
of Nanking in Decembe.» of last year, up to the occupation 
of "U-HAN-SAN-CHEN Ist October, ovr forces fovght such a 
fight day and nivht in succession, repeatedly, After they 
captured ANKING in June and strategic points along the river, 
the Army and Navy went on keeping close relation at all 
times. They svcceeded in getting near to important points 
of HANKOW. On OCc.ober 25, they entered part of HANKOW 
while the river advancing forces went forward just in front 
of HANKOW with all their forzes on the 26th, They hoisted 
the naval sun rise flags in irpressive sentiment of their 
success, Thus the immortal historic achieverent has been 
accomplished, Details of naval operations Bene the 
YANGTSZE River are as follows: (pp. 51-4 
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(B) 
YANGTSZE RIVE" COM'AND OPERATION AND ANKING OCCUPATION. 


Our flotilla hed sc-ured communication route for army 

and navy, and captured a vast yoahtaty of munition that 

was found on board of ju:ks on the upper course near 

WUHU) -wh4§le tie flotyJia on the other hand got the stream 
of various kinds of obstacles, figntine with entrenched 
CHINESE forces, On Jaruery 10 they thrust their way through 
TI-CHANG, 40 kms, up tae rivev from WU HY and ovsted all 
obstacles in the water, rear LiU-CHIN-T2U-CHENG succeed- 

ing in approaching TATUNG were the enemy had previously 
moved the mine-setting Herd. vurtars, Al! the difficulties 
were thus overcome in the enzacement., Folloy'ne tne de- 
cisive victory in the Lung-“iai Kelivoads advance operation 
along the YANGTSZE River intensified. In June, in coopera- 
tion with the air forces, enemy bases and large vnits on 
banks were smasiicd at TA.TUNG, YANC-~SHAN.-CHI, TIEH--PAN- 
CHOW, HSIN-KAI-KOY and destruction of mine installation 
equipment was cored ovt, repuising the enemy planes. 

Our unit got to WANCPAN-HIEN on June 10, 


The time was ripe, On June 11, the Comrander-in-Chief 
openly declared our YANGTSZE iver comrand operation to 
the third powers and a drestic operation commenced, The 
flotilla which, protecting strong army forces defying 
bad weather and mucdy terrenis, arrived at TA-WANG-NIAO 
and backed up the Army's landings. Ton vessels entered 


the port of ANKING, In the afternoon at 1:30 they ocevpied 
a part of the haroor equipment, On tae 13th some Marines 
gOt ashore and captured tne whole area repulsing the enemy 
in and around the city, This action wes perfected through 
cooperation with army forces, Glorious naval sun rise 
flags waved amidst cheers, 


Thus, the second capital - HANKOW - lost its important 
advance base - ANKING, by the successive fightings of our 
YANGTSZE River advancing forces, All their efforts were 
concen“rated in completing the aim of operation eliminating 
difficuities expected, 


(C) 
CAPTURE OF CHIUCHIANG BY RIVER FLOTILLA, 


The Naval YANGTSZE oneration flotilla that had fully pre- 
pared for furthe: advance, started from ANXING on June 23 
abreast with certain army forces and continved to advance 
defying the bad weather and torrents and opening the water- 
way by sweeping the nurerous pieces or mines, under the 
protection of our air forces aeninst enemy's air raids, 

War results were stendily acquired by the complete coonera- 
tion of army, naval and air forces, On the 4th of July, 
HU-KOW, a stratogic point for defense of HANKOY, leading 

to the TA-PIEH Mountains and NANCHIANG was at last captured, 
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Since the capture of HU-KUO, the naval river flotilla, 
that had been preparing for the next CHUCHIANG offensive, 
again commenced ©: operation on July 23 cooperating with 
army forces, They successfully enabled Army units to 

land at POYANG IAKE-SIDE on the 24th, When dusk was about 
to descend, our navai units came in sight of CHUCHIANG 
through the heavy bombarinent from enemy artillery and 
dangerous mines in the nuddy waters, On the 25th, the 
flotilla brcke into the front waters of the advance naval 
unit at CHUCHIANS (Kin-Kiang) at 1 p.m. of the same day, 
accompanied later on by the succeedine forces with the 
flagship as a center. A perfect command of the top impor- 
tant waters of CHJCSHIANG was thus accomplished which effected 
an earlier occiuvation of CHUCHIANG, 


In the meantime our top forces went up three miles being 
met with a fierce voliey from the banks of the CHIU-CHIANG 
and cut off a nerrow road throveh which enery forces may 
retreat. Then our special marines got ashore at the upper 
course of CHIU-CHIANG and had further result. 


It was about 8:30 a.m, on the 26th. Our marines occupied 
the area inciuding the former BRITISH Concession and the 
west airfield, while arry forces tock perfect control over 
the rest of the city, Thereby, direct liaison between army 
and navy forces nad been compieted and thus the capture of 
CHIU-CHIANG was achieved at last, 


The mine-sweeping unit exposed itself to denger on the 

muddy stream beine engaged in disposing mines with desper- 
ate efforts everyday with an epoch-making record. A certein 
unit enter into HUKOW throvgh mines and set vp the route 

for our comrunication, and moreover, soine of the vessels 

cut off the enemy's retreating way, Thus they displayed an 
attacking spirit to the full extent. Therefore this top 
unit was granted a "Recornition of Merit" by the Commander- 
in-Chicf of the CHINA Theatre on July 27, which reads as 
follows: 


Recognition of Merit granted to A RIVER FLOTILLA 
(Anrouncea by the Navy Information Dept. 
on August 13, 1938) 


As soon as the CHIUCHIANG operation was launched, in June 
1938, the top unit of the YANGTSZE River Troops advanced 
bravely to the consolidated entrenchment of the enemy who 

had laid many mines everywhere they found approvriate, in 
narrow channels in preparation for ovr attack and reinforced 
fiercely their artillery position for defense. They continved 
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unviolding effort every day, exposing therselves to 
ebstinate air raids and fierce projectiles and struggling 
egainst intense heat, agcay and dicgeors of touching mines 
in muddy streams duvzi:rg about forty days, They disposed 

of more than pieces of mines cnd oponed the water- 
way, enabling developrent of the river advancing operation. 
On July 25 they dashed into CHUCHAN Harbor area, going 
ahead of others and exterminated stubborn enemy on the 
river sides, accelicrating its occupation, Their merit 

is distinguished, ,

(d) The naval force on the river successively caotured important positions 
on the banks of the Yanssse River. 


Captured Hsingtzu, an important position on the shore of the Payang Lake. 


From the first part of Augus:, the naval forco on the river, for the 
purpose of clearing up the enemy on the vanke of the river behind the city of 
Anching, day after day borbed the onomy's remaining positions and defeated 
troops, and opened the waterway which was blocked up with many sunken vessels, 
booms, and innwnerable mines. Tho force cont:nued to advance towards the 
upstream, fighting their way, protocting transport ships, and backing un the 
landing army forces. 


Our marines, dashing into the fort of Hsingtzu through the south gate at 
6 a. m, of the 2lst of August and in cooperation with the army forces which had 
entered through the east gate, captured the city completely at 7 p. m. 


Meanwhile our boats on the river advanced to the front of Hsingtzu, 
clearing up the waterway, bombing the enomy's positions, thus oppressing the 
enemy in order to make the advancement of the attacking forces easy. Matowchen, 
Wasuoh, Tienchia-Chen and Hanpishan wore captured. 


Our boats on the river which were advancing for Wuhan district faced a 
strong opposition from tine enemy who tried to checit our advance by desperate 
effort, shutting themselves up in foria or artillery positions; especially at 
Matowchen and Wusueh, ther tried to halt our advance, resisting from the forts 
and positions on the banks. 


Our marines which previously captured Kiukiang and then succeeded to land, 
on the bank of the rivor in tho tact of tho onemy and advanced along the river, 
in cooperation with the army forces, with the aid of their boats and air forces, 
captured Matowchen, the opposite side of Wusueh, at 10.30 a. m. on Sept. 14. 


On the other hand, the operations of the advancing boats progressed 
repidly, for our Air and Land Forcos made a heavy attack uvon the enemies which 
were on the river banks. They made their way throuzh the field of mines, 
clearing up the odstacies in the water and continuea to advance straightforward. 


Another group of marines, which early in the morning of the 16th had dared 
to land on the downstream of Wusuch in the face of the enemy, in cooperation 
with ships and small craft cn tho river and naval air forces, succecded to 
capture Wusueh at 11.10 a. m. of the 17th of that month. 


HAJI's marine force, which had captured Wucueh, was standing face to face 
with an enemy force whose number was fifveon tines as large, and in the north 
of Wusuch and its westurn meuntain aroa with strons forts, a fierce fighting 
was held day aftor day tnese several days. 


Thanks to tho timely attacks of our naval air forces and the shelling of 
our ships, the enemy was on tiptoe for flight; HAJI's force attacked them 
hoavily, capturing finally a part of Tienchiachen fortress as well as its 
afvanced position, Hsiangshan forv at 3.30 a. m. Soptember 29. 
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Cantured Hanpishan fortress, which is situated on the bank of the river 
opposite to Tienchia-chen. 


Our marines, which had captured Tienchin-chon, in cooporation with Army 
Forcer ir the front nor. of the Yanrtse River, under tho protection of the 
ships on tho river advanci:4 to oper the weterway, und that of naval and 
military air forces, captiwed Manpishan at 5.10 a. m. October 14, and hoisted 
high an onsign on the fortress. Tais forvroses, situatod on the opposite side 
of Tienchia-chen. 


(o) Water and Land Forces, vota advancing together, apprcached the onomy of 
Wuhan San-chon. In this wiy, n!iitery eporeticas to sail up the Yanetse River 
made a rapid progress; ovr marines which hed capturod Kaapisnhan on tho previous 
day mado capture of Maansian (4 kitomovrea west from Honpishun) after fierce 
ichtin: the oth of that month. Uader the pretection of naval air forcos and 
the shipo on the river, troy, in cooperation with Arny Foress, attacked vigor- 
ously the enemica in the mountaia area occupying the northwestern side of tho 
river, advancing to the iine cf Heukia-*an iMnxta-Wan in the evening. haintainin 
a close comoection with navy air forces and arny forces, the marines continuced 
thoir spoody advancemen! and by the evening of the 6th of tho same morth, 
captured the high land cf Macchulin, eight kilometroa upstream of Hanpishan. 


On the other hand, tho snips of the rivor, 4n concert with the marines 
which had captured Maoch.lin. wont up tho river. Ovr military operation on 
tho river progressed rapidly, and on the eignth of Octoter Chichun was 
occupied, which occupavion wan followcs ty an unkamperod advance. In spite 
of the enemy's sovere Ziring from the tanks of the viver, they cleared obstacles 
in the water and succeeded to oven the Cruchcen vator course which was in the 
upstream of Chichun by the ovening. The yvemarkuvle march of the force on that 
day recorded 15 nautical miles. 


On the same dar they completed the sweepine of the onony from the city of 
Chichun. After the occyvation of tho inside an? outside of the city had been 
completod, tho marines captured Houshan, the south side of the river, on the 
tenth. 


In this way, our Nav;r Ensign sailed up the river hourly and approached 
Wuhan San-Chen, and in the dawn of tho lz h of October our marines landed in 
the face of tho enomy on a piace upstream and opposite Chichun, On the same 
day, that was October 12, cur Ozean-crossing erreditionary forces destined for 
South China, made a surprising ianding on the Vay of Beias. 


On the 15th, they made a fierce attack on the oneny of Sisaishan, which 
was the gatewey of Shihhwoiyao, climbing a cliff and occupying the summit at 
8.30 a. m. of the same day. 


On the following dev, the i6th, they capt.ced Shihhweiyao in cooperation 
with army forces and completed mopping up of the city on the 17th. 


And thon, at 4.10 p. m. of the 19th, Huanzshih-Shiang on the bank of the 
rivor (72 nautical mil«s from Hankow) was occupied.

In this way, the capture of Naniince and the lasi day of #uhan San-Chon 

arrived at last before the Janse cf one yenr. 

On the 25th of October at 4.30 p. m. our Aror and Navy, maintaining a 
close cooperation, dashed unto a corner of EKankow. By 5 p. m. of the following 
day, the 26th, the whole navni fo.ce uvstreamed the river arrived one aftor 
another at last, at the fore pars of Hankow. 


At 6 p. m. of the came day, all naval officers and men of the ships and 
crafts faced toward Zas. end made obeiunnce to the Imperial Palace, and then 
at the call of Commander Kondo, gave thice cheers "Banzai for His Majesty 


the Experor." 


After that a pat of the forces began to advance toward the upper reaches 
of the river, while the uati:iws lended oa Heikew, with a brilliant navy ensign 
flying. #11 of them took the.» guar‘tng posilicns vy the evening of the day. 
On the 27th, army an. savy in coonercsiin with each othor owept the remaining 
enemy and comoieted the capture of Wihan San-VUhen.

As soon as the presen’ jncidon' broke out our air forces arose at 
once, ynder the control cf the sea by the Imperial Novy, %o destroy tho 
enemy air forces and gave them a groat DOW. This was the important cause 
that made the reccustruction of eneny air forces impossible end hastened 
4ts destruction. Now the number of enomy planes which have beon shot 

down or damaged number more than one thousand four hundre’. China has 

no ability to produce planes auc she has no way but to devend upon the 
import from the respective powers which are aiding Chiang Kai-Shek. 

As for the replacemen: of men, there 16 already no means and here also she 
mus rely upon foreign fliers. China is now 4n such a situation. It was 
said that the Spanish fvont was the testing place for the airplanes of the 
respective powers. Tho sky of China also seems +o have been changed into 

a testing place for the airplanes of the rospective powers. This is due 
to the fact that the Chinese aiz forces cone:si of sample airplanes collected. 
from tho U.S.A-; Britain, Franco, Italy, etc, 


Such high grade planes as the Ia18 of U.&.S-R- yhich made good reccrds ©, 
the Spanish front were col)ged vo fail at the Chinese testing fiold after bei: 
tosted by our naval air fevce. We have also beon abiie to study the degree 

of power of the planes which wore the pride of the exfferont countries. 
Moreover, it was a geroat help +o us to see the Soviet fliers display 

their skill. Thus, the aestructive figh* pegains\) the Chinese air forces 

was now accomplishec. <Aive: all a meriverious deed is nov accomplished 

on the day it is completed but somevbing always follows it. Considering 

the valuable oxpericace er this actdul fighting, we maet put our ezforis 

4n the strengthoaing and repletion of vhe naval air force which is ono 
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wing of the autonomical armament of tho Imperial Navy. 


2. Retrospection of ihe Contzol of the Sen, the Rivers, and the Air. 


At the time of tho firc% anatversary of the Incident on 7 July last 
year, the officers and soiisxers of the Impertal fcrces received a gracious 
Imperial message eni wore avemiy moved with gratitude, Greatiy inspired, 
they arose, pledging to die to repay to their country, Sinco then the 
general war situation made a romarkable progress and our brilliant mili-~ 
tary achievements iacreased. in Octcber the cperation to cross the watérs 
and advance to South Cnina took place. 


Canton, one of the greutest bases of South China against Japan, 
was destroyed at a stroke, the fall of Wa~Han Scr--Chon was hastoned, 
and as early as 27 October it was completely occupied. Here the empire 
completéd the historical work of occupying We-Han San-Chen district, 
drawing one new epochal line for the Eoly Wa-. However, the Imperial 
forces would not lay down their arms but mado up their ninds to destroy 
completely the Chiang regime and the anti-Jernnese forces under his 
command, and they at present are advancing ever onward toward the ulti- 
mate goal of the Holy War, stoadily achieving and enlarging remarkable 
recults in the battles. 


To recall ovr achievemont in the Holy War and to prepare for the future 
of the construction of Dast Asia not only have a deep meaning but I believe 
that it is our rightrul duty to do so. 


As I have alreaiy tried to gite an outline on the genaral cperations 
of the navy from the cutdroak of tho current incident to 7 July last year 
in my "One Year of Sontrol of Sea and Air" (Weokly Report No. 9), I shall 
give briefly here the genorel outline of the cperations after the above 
period. Needless to sav, our military operations are consistent throughout, 
and the military mcvomonis of our navy may be summarized into the follow 
ing items, which have rometned unchnunged since the incidents

before, Thre incident has now entered a new stage, and retro- 
specting our past yeer and a falf of victory, we are about to 
welcome e new year of tre New Construction of East Asie. 
However, the inpetdial forces must never lay dovm treir spears 
until the entire destruction of the Chiang regime and of tre 
anti-Jepanese forces is brought about, Thus, the Japanese 
nation understending well the effect of the expedition of tre

thereabout, and at the dawn of the 8th, entered FOYNING, 
thereby securing 2 complet2 connection with the army raiding 
units (p. 55).

21 £9tr, they crished the remiants of the regular arny 
din the nershcuss of S/N-. ema on 21st, cleared in the west of AIHNSIEN.

This islend is situated aang colonies of Japan, Britain} Ancrica 
nnd France, and not only it has a geographical importance, but also is a 
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focus of attentions of Powers os :n unexploited resources. According

not code the island to mothor country or shold »ou mre any militasy 
equipment there. %n 2:.¢, according to the Sino-lmerf.ce. Prenty of 
Commerce, it was i3so Gusided that the railvond f.«m Lohwei to Haikow shou:

Just before the outbronk of the presa:i Incident, China, availing a 
favourable tendency of the inte: “11 unifisati m movement, planned to 
exploit the resources of this islend with Sooug Teze-wen as a head. 


The Powers supported this plon financiclly, and are active secretly 
in order to get rights and intorests. 


On March, 19357, Hwang Chicng, Inspector of the Sth Adminictretive 
District of Kwangtung Province, once came to this i:land with an American 
committee of cormerce and investigated concerni:y tl.e explcitation of 
this island. 


"GEOGRAPHY" 


The south.estern part of this island is « high table-luic rogion, 
and the northeastern purt is 1 farestrotching plain and up-land. 


This island is in th) subtropical zone, \ierefore it has a much 
longer summer and a show or winter comp: red with that of Japan, and 
although there are few cases of frost it is wu4y rare.

Mm 
HAIKOW, there aro the 4 hospitals of the Amorican Church, tho Gcspel 
Hospital, and the Frencl. Central Hospitel eni the Chinese Ha:nau 
Hospital. Of them, the Gospel Hospital is tie lergest, provided with 
its own electric gene-utor and complete medical equipment. (bp. 72) 


What is peculiar to this climte is the injurice caused by wild 
beasts, such as leopards, bonis, sernents, cobrac, bamboo snakes, coral 
snakes and also mountain laaches which scare travellers. Among the 
vegetation there alo grows monirates, which the natives use to put on 
their poisonous arruwce (De 72)
